The president let go at the

week on Philleo Nash, a spe- 
cial White. House assistant. 


McCarthy said Nash, a special 


assistant concerned with minority 
problems, had close associations 
with Communists in the 1940s. 
Nash denied it. 


Calls Him Pathological 


Snapping back, the president re- 


ferred to the Wisconsin senator as 
the pathological Mr. McCarthy. 


He said the attack on Nash was 


the same kind of attack McCarthy 
has made on all government work- 
ers he docs not like. 


A reporter recalled McCarthy 


had said FBI reports linked Nash 
with Communist associates and 
asked the president if the FBI did 
not have such reports. 


Truman responded with a ques- 


tion: Does he (McCarthy) ever tell 
the truth? And he added that if 
McCarthy does, he (the president) 
does not know it. 


His Business 


Truman went on to say that Mc- 


Carthy does not need information 
to be a character assassin—that's 
his business. 


And, with an edge in his voice, 


the president said he himself was 
not talking with immunity. 


McCarthy, as a senator, is im- 


mune from lawsuits growing out of 
his remarks on the senate floor. 
The president, speaking on such an

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Churches Must 
Clarify Stand 
On Separation 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J.. (AP) — 


A Lutheran leader today said the 
church should take an active role 
in defining just what it means 
by its stand for "separation of 
church and state." 


This principle has been cited 


frequently by Lutherans and other 
Protestant churches in their fight 
against appointment of a U.S. am- 
bassador to the Vatican. 


The Rev. Robert E. Van Dcusen 


of Washington, D.C.. told the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council's 34th 
annual meeting: 


"Separation of church and state 


is a distinctive part of the Amer- 
ican tradition." But there is no 
uniform definition and interpreta- 
tion of the principle. Its applica- 
tion to specific situations gives 
rise to a wide variety of opinion." 


Van Deusen, Washington secre- 


tary of the council's division of 
public relations, said government 
executives, c o n g r e s s and the 
courts have a part in building an 
official interpretation of this prin- 
ciple. 
He 
added 
that 
unless 


churches take a hand in its defi- 
nition, "they may find that the 
current interpretation is develop- 
ng along lines which are contrary 
to their convictions." 


He continued: "Important as it 


s to prevent the granting of 
privileged 
status 
to any 
one 


church, that must not be the sole 
concern of the churches.

Except in the solid South and a few scat- 
tered uncontested spots across the map, the contenders will 
have serious opposition. They have to make a fight of it, if 
they want to stay out of private law practice or the feed 
business.

And September and October are the great campaigning 


months. No legislator with any kind of competition dares 
to desert his state for the capital in those critical days. If 
he does it may prove to be his last visit. 


What it boils down to then, is that Washington in Au- 


gust, September and October could only be peopled by con- 
gressmen and senators who have an endless capacity for 
work and a sure thing at the polls. One may honestly ques- 
tion whether these would be enough to make a quorum- Or 
whether, if they were such a quorum would be fairly repre- 
sentative of all sections and all phases of American life.

Our sanest statesmen understand the unreality of trying 


to keep congress in session past the convention deadline. The 
product of weary men and women pre-occupied with political 
fence-mending in their home territory could hardly be sound 
legislation, except by sheer accident. 


Four years ago the much-maligned Republican 80th con- 
gress plowed through a huge volume of legislation, much 
of it prime significance to American foreign policy and still 
managed to adjourn by June 20 in time for the GOP con- 
tention.

Those who sadly tell themselves this performance can't 


be matched have perhaps come to feel that the congressional 
talkathons of 1950 and 1951 are standard operating pro- 
cedure- But it is still possible to pass a lot of vital laws in 
six months and quietly go home, provided the lawmakers 
do what they were elected to do. 


In the decisive year 1952, the citizen may be forgiven for 


yearning to see at least this much of the good old days.

Wives, Camp Followers

FRANKFURT—With terrible warnings of war's^devastation on 


every hand in the ruins of great old churches, mansions, modest 
homes, and factories. Americans in Europe, particularly Germany, 
conduct themselves as though Gen. Eisenhower's whole command 
were a fake organized for some cunning political purpose. 
Now I 


would not say the officers, sergeants and civilian carpetbaggers 
who have brought their families here to clutter up the battlefield 
and get burned and buried in the ruins of their 
homes or railroad stations or shelters have any cal- 
culated distrust of the supreme command.

they have been encouraged to loosen their clothes 
to relax when it is obvious that if Ike is on the 
level, the whole area should be cleared of all non- 
essential Americans- including the female clerks 
whether in uniform or mufti.

they play, I submit today's hand

This can be done by playing three 
rounds of hearts and two rounds 
of trumps.

The idea is a good one," but how

Premier Favors West Alliance 


CAIRO, Egypt—(AP)—Two of 


Egypt's leading newspapers today 
credited Premier Aly Maher Pasha 
with receptive attitudes toward 
major western overtures to the 
Nile kingdom. 


The independent Al Ahram quot- 


ed the premier as saying he is 
ready to receive British proposals 
for settlement of the bitter Anglo- 
Egyptian dispute. 


Favors Regional 1'act 


Al Misri, official organ of the 


Wafdist government which Mahcr 
Pasha displaced, said the new pre- 
mier favors a "regional pact" in- 
cluding the Arab state and Britain 
to defend the Middle East. 


The Arab league states are 


Egypt, Jordan, Syria, Lebanon, 
Iraq, Saudi Arabia and Yemen. 


Al Misri said Maher Pasha's 


stand for a Middle East pact was 
outlined in a 1946 statement in 
which he called for sucli an al- 
liance to replace Egypt's 1936 
treaty with Britain. That treaty 
was cancelled last October by Waf- 
dist Mustapha Nahas Pasha's pre- 
vious government, setting off a 
rising wave of violence. 


Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 


told the British house of commons 
Tuesday that a solution to the 
Anglo-Egyptian differences should 
be possible "which satisfies the 


legitimate national aspirations of 
the Egyptian people." 


Dominate Parliament 


The \Vafdists, who still dominate 


parliament, have previously insist- 
ed on the expulsion of the British 
from the Suez canal zone and for 
unification of the Anglo-Egyptian 
Sudan with Egypt. 


The Wafdists have said they will 


support Maher Pasha only so long 
as he fights for these goals. 


Al Misri said the United States, 


Britain, France and 
Turkey— 


whose ambassadors called on Ma- 
her Pasha yesterday—have "start- 
ed to pave the way for presenta- 
tion of new proposals to end the 
Anglo-Egyptian dispute."

Ohio River 
Nears Crest, 
Worst Over 


CINCINNATI, 
(AP) — Blase 


residents of the thickly populated 
metropolitan Cincinnati area paid 
scant attention today as the flood 
swollen Ohio river rose steadly 
toward an anticipated crest of 
57.5 feet. 


That would be five and a half 


feet above flood sfage. During: the 
1937 flood the peak was' 80 feet. 


The serious damage from the 


flood apparently already has been 
done—many miles upstream. In 
its early rampage the river had 
driven upward of 10,000 persons 
from their homes and cost the 
lives of 10 persons. 


Some time during the day, the 


muddy stream was to get a per- 
sonal once over from President 
Truman. He was to make an 
aerial survey of the flood area. 


Cold weather had slowed the 


river's rise and the U.S. sveather 
bureau said it had over-estimated 
the amount of water that would 
be dumped into the Ohio by its 
tributaries. 


The damage, however, figuied to 


be in the millions of dollars. 


The 57.5 crest expected here 


early tomorrow would inundate 
many streets, homes and business 
houses in the "bottoms" areas in 
Cincinnati and in Kentucky towns 
across the river. A hundred or 
more persons had been moved 
from their homes last night. 


Up river as far as Portsmouth, 


O., the reports were the same. Low 
lying- areas were being flooded 
but no serious damage was re- 
ported. Above Portsmouth, ' the 
post-flood cleanup job already had 
been started.

There's a special problem for 


couples living in the following com- 
munity property states: Arizona, 
California, Idaho, Louisiana, Ne- 
vada, ' New Mexico, Texas and 
Washington.

Baked Broiled Chicken 


(4 servings) 


Two small broiling 
chickens, 


about l^a to 2 pounds each, % cup 
soft butter or margarine, 1 table- 
spoon kitchen bouquet, 2 table- 
spoons lemon juice, Vz teaspoon 
ginger, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper. 


Have meat dealer split chickens 


in half for broiling. Blend together 
butter and kitchen bouquet, then 
gradually stir in lemon juice and 
seasonings. 


Brush mixture all over each half 


broiler. Arrange the halved chick- 
ens skin side down in shallow bak- 
ing pan. Cover pan with similar 
pan, inverted, or a sheet of alum- 
inum foil. 


Bake in moderate oven, 325 de- 


grees F.t until chicken is tender, 
about 1 hour. After 40 minutes 
turn chicken skin side up, baste 
well with the pan juices and con- 
tinue 
baking, 
uncovered, 
until 


done. 


Remove cooked chicken from 


the oven and place skin side up on 
rack in pre-heated broiling com- 
partment. Broil 3 to 4 inches from 


moderate heat until lightly brown- 
ed and crisp (about 5 minutes).

Charles Bennett 
(D-Fla), said the plan would not 
require n constitutional amend- 
ment, and could apply to the 1952 
campaigns.

Douglas and Bennett said in a 
statement. 


They said their purpose is "to 


bring about greater direct parti- 
cipation" by the people in the

President and vice president. 


Under the plan, the attorney 


general would bo directed to work 
out agreements with the various 
states 
to 
conduct 
presidential 


preferential primaries for the ma- 
jor political parties. 


The federal government would 


share the cost of the primaries, 
paying the states up to 20 cents 
for each vote cast. The states 


d provide election personnel, 


registration books and other fa- 
cilities. A 10 million dollar Ceiling 
would be put on federal expense. 


Bennett told a reporter there 


would be no interference, under 
he plan, with the presidential 
nrimaries now conducted by var- 
ous states. Such primaries as are 
irescntly binding on convention 
delegates would continue to be 
binding, he said.

There's nothing better than a 


hearty hot soup on a cold Sunday 
night. Try this variation of oyster 
stew that requires only a dozen 
oysters and is almost too good 
to be true. Serve

crackers or buttered toast. 


Oyster Mushroom Bisque 
(4 to G generous servings) 


One-quarter cup butter. 1 cup 


finely diced carrots, 1 cup finely 
diced turnip, 1 cup finely diced 
celery. 2 cups milk, 2 cups light 
crearr., 1 dozen oysters, 2 table- 
spoons cornstarch, 3-otmce can 
chopped broiled mushrooms, l"/i 
teaspoons salt, U teaspoon pepper, 
% teaspoon paprika. 


Melt 2 tablespoons butter in 


saucepan. Add carrots, turnip and 
celery which have been cut in 14 
inch cubes. Cover and cook over 
low heat until barely tender, about 
10 minutes, stirring occasionally. 


Meanwhile,

cream in double boiler over boiling 
water. Melt remaining 2 table- 
spoons butter in frying pan. Drain 
oysters lightly, reserving liquor. 
Place drained oysters in frying 
pan and cook over moderate heat 
just until the edges begin to curl. 


Blend cornstarch and oyster liq- 


uor together and add to oysters. 
Stir until thickened. Add con- 
tents of can of mushrooms and 
cooked vegetables, then gradually 
stir in the hot milk and cream. £ 
Add. seasonings.,. 


Heat thoroughly. Correct sea- 


sonings if necessary. Serve lightly 
sprinkled with minced parsley. 


For dessert serve chocolate layer 


cake with orange cream icing. Use 
handy packaged cake mix.
